In its report to the City Council the 
special committee appointed to investi- 
gate the bids for printing city adver- 
tising in the German newspapérs has 
sustained the _ Post-Dispatch’s charges 
that the Weatliche Post, Abend An- 
zeiger and Amerika are in a combina- 
tion to wring from the taxpayers a 


higher price than is charged private 
advertisers for a smaller quantity of 
space and work. 

The committee characterizes the An- 
zeiger’s bid of 7 cents a line for print- 
ing which is done by the Star and 
Chronicle for 2.86 cents as ‘‘grossly un- 
reasonable and extortionate.”’ 

In receiving the report by a unani- 
mous vote the City Council has ratified 
the committee’s conclusions. 

John Schroers, Edward L. Preetorius 
and other officers and employes of the 
Westliche Post and Abend Anzeiger are 
seored for their deflance of the Coun- 
cil's subpenas and their attempt to 
prevent the procurement of informa- 


tion as to fair prices for German print- 


Tried to “Conceal Truth.” 

Despite that determination “to con- 
ceal the truth,’ the report says, ‘we 
have elicited enough facts to satisfy 
us of the necessity for the city’s pro- 
tection.” 

In submitting the committee's findings 
Chairman A. J. Fitzsimmons declared 
that it was his belief and the convic- 
tion of many persons that German 
printing is unnecessary and should be 
discontinued. 

A request that the Council keep the 
committee at work .and enlarge its 
powers so that the books of the German 
newspapers might be produced, was 
contained in the report, but on motion 
ef Councilman Crunden the committee 
was discharged. 

Councilman Crunden declared that 
there was no need of making further 
inquiry to prove that the bids of the 
German newspapers are exorbitant, 

“Every one knows that the city is 
paying the German papers twice as 
much as they should receive for pub- 
lishing the city’s advertising. But that 
is required by the charter and no ac. 
tion of the Council could remedy the 
situation in that particular. So far as J 
am concerned, I want to say that I wil! 
never vote to give any German news- 
paper more than 3 cents a line. Any- 
thing above that figure is unreasonable 
and unfair.” 

An Unplensant Task. 

Councilman Norvell took Crunden's 
view, declaring that to try to demon- 
strate the extortionate nature of the 
German bids was like proving that 
Tuesday was a hot day—superogatory 
and unpleasant. 

“The only thing we need know is that 
tho bids are too high and then vote 
against their acceptance,” said Mr. Nor- 
vell, 

It developed during the discussion of 
the committee's report that John Schro- 
ers, general manager of the German- 
American Press Association, has writ- 
ten to City Register Regan demanding 
“immediate action” on the bid of his 
company’s paper, the Anzeiger. This, 
it is believed, is designed to intimidate 
the Council into submission under 
threat of refusing to offer new proposals 
and thus invalidate ordinances and con. 
tracts, 

Must Publish Report, 


The committee’s report was adopted 
by unanimous vote of the Council. After 
it had been read Secretary George 
Movkier suggested to President Forman 
that the whole document would have to 
be printed in the English and German 
Rewspapers which publish the Council's 
proceedings. 

President Forman asked the Council 
whether that expense ought to be in- 
curred, 


It was decided that the report should 
be published. In consequence, Messrs, 
Schroers and Preetorius will have to 
print for the information of their read- 
ere just what the City Council thinks 
of the Anzeiger’s attempt to “gouge” 
the taxpayers. 

Councilman Cramer moved that the 
reading of the report be omitted, but 
Councitiman Fitzsimmons and other

GAS EXPLOSION: 
IN MINE KILLS 
12, INJURES 12 


PITTSBURG, Pa. July 15.—One of 
the worst mine acidents in the history 
of the lower section of the anthracitt 
coal fields occurred this afternoon at 
Williamstown, in which at least twelve 
men were killed and as many more 
80 badly injured that it is thought that 
several of them will die. 

The acident is believed to have beer 
caused by an explosion of gas," but 
those who have thus far been taken 
out have not been able to give a con- 
nected story of the accident. Six 
bodies have been taken out and six 
still are in the mine. 

Ten others were removed from the 
mine badly burned and torn by the 
force of the explosion and it is feared 
several of them wii die. 

It was with great difficulty that res- 
cuing parties could go down into the 
Shaft, 

The Willamstown colliery is operated 
by the Susquehana Cval Co,, and the 
emploves, who were in the Hi-fated 
workings, were all residents of Whi- 
liatnstown and the immediate vicinity. 
Almost all of them were Americans. 
They were at work in what is known as 
shaft; No, 1.

Playmate Steps From: Behind 
Tree and Receives Bullet in 
the.

MINNEAPOLIS, .Minn., July U.— 
Target practice in which several boys 
participated at Cottagewood, Lake 
Minnetonka, Monday evening, resulted 
in the death of Dwight Baldwin, 13 
years old, son of Dwight Baldwin Jr., 
of Spruce place. The boy was acci- 
dentally shot and killed by Kiel Pul- 
liam, a playmate of the Baldwin boy 
from St. Louis, who, with his parents, 
are staying a. the lake. 

The accident ocurred near the Bald- 
win cottage where the boys had fitted 
up a small rifle range. Baldwin had 
finished shooting and stepped out of 
the box which was near a large tree. 

Pulliam took his place and as he 
aimed at the target Baldwin walked 
around the tree. to get his shoes. In 
doing so he stepped in front of the 
rifle just as Pulliam fired. The bul- 
let struck him in the right arm, pass- 
ing through the fleshy part and pene- 
trated the heart.. He dropped to the 
ground and died instantly. 

No Inquest Held. 

Several boys were near at the time 
but became. frightened and ran away. 
Coroner J. M.’ Kistler was summoned 
agd after investigating decided that no 
inquest was necessary as death was 
accideaijal, 

Young Pulliam became hysterical and 
a physician was summoned who re- 
mained with him all night. The Pulliam 
family are all prostrated over the affair 
and a nurse is kept constantly with 
the boy. 

Just as Mr. Baldwin stepped off the 
boat at the Cottagewood dock he heard 
the firing and went up to watch the boys 
when he found his son and became 
almost crazed with grief. 


The funeral will<take place today in 
Minneapolis and a private car will bring 
the fuueral party to the city. Services 
will be conducted by the Rev. C. E.

Tue 
fact that Williams had procured a lIi- 
cense for the young girl Was not known 
to any of his friengs.

Mr. Wells Also Asks Council (9) 
Kill O’Reilly’s Hospital 
Architect Bill. 


After a silence of several weeks, 
Mayor Wells has fired two big guns 
as a signal that he has reopened his 
fight on President O'Reilly of the 
Board of Public lmprovements. 

The bigger of the projectiles which 
the Mayor has fired in O’Relilly’s direc- 
tion takes the form of some conclu- 
sions reached by Professor J. L. Van 
Ornum, employed six weeks ago to in- 
vestigate progress on the free bridge. 
This shot was aimed at O'Reilly 
through the House of Delegates. 

In Van Ornum’'s report to Mayor 
Wells—who reproduces it for O’Reilly’s 
benefit—it is charged that the work 
necessary. to obtain the War Depart- 
ment’s approval of plans for the 
bridge has not been done; that a large 
part of the surveying and preliminary 
preparations completed thus far should 
have been at the expense of the rail- 
roads which are to connect with the 
pridge, that some of the expenditures 
already made, although necessary, 
could have been postponed until after 
the War Department has approved the 
site and the plans and should nave 
come from the pocket of the chief en- 
gineer, that unnecessary and costly 
duplications of operations have been 
permitted; that methods of surveying 
have been slow and extravagant and, 
finally, that the efficiency of the whole 
undertaking has not: been more than 
75 per cent of what should be expected. 

Asks Howse to Hurry Bill. 

The Mayor’s communication urges 
the House to expedite the passage of 
the bill authorizing the President of 
the Board of Public Improvements to 
employ an engineer so that plans for 
the bridge may be wets, ee to the 
War Department and actual construc- 
tion may begin as soon as possible. 

The Mayor’s other shell was a meés- 
sage asking the Council to kill a Dill 
empowering President O’Re‘lly to hire 
an architect to draw plans for the new 
hospitals. : 

- This bill was prepared by President 
O’Reilly and was approved by the Board 
of Public. Improvements, five members 
of which are the Mayor's appointees. 

“T am at a loss to understand the 
necessity for the enactment of this or- 
dinance and feel that the President 
and members of the Board of Public 
Improvements must be laboring under 
a misapprehension as to the status of 
affairs relating to the preparation of 
plans for the erection of additional hos- 
pital buildings,’ says Mayor Wells. 

Politics in Bridge Delay. 

He then refers the Council to the 
ordinance under which Architect Al- 
bert Groves was retained to prepare 
plans for the new hospitals, and ends 
with an opinion from City Counselor 
Bates, who holds that the use of any 
part of the $800,000 voted for new hos- 
pitals in the payment for plans would 


be illegal. The bill was filed. 

Friends of Mayor Wells declare that 
Presi.ent O'Reilly nas been pleying 
politics in an attempt to throw on the 
executive shoulders blame for delaying 
the bridge. These communications to 
the House and Council are said to be 
part of a program which the Mayor will 
follow in exposing O’Reilly’s hand. 

The bill authorizing President O’ Reilly 
to hire a chief engineer to take charge 
of the bridge has been in the House of 
Delegates since June 12. It has never 
got beyond the Committee on Public 
Improvements.~ It is asserted by some 
of the Mayor’s appointees that O'Reilly

BOMB SHATTERS WINDOWS 
IN APARTMENT HOUSE 


Forty-Two Families Thrown Into a 
Panic—Exzlosion Is a 
Mystery. 


YORK, July 16.—A dynamite 
bomb, exploding with terrific force in 
the areaway of a fashionable apart- 
ment house in West One Hundred and 
Fortieth street, hurled scores of the 
occupants from their beds, shattered 
many windows and threw the tenants 
into panic.

The committee finds that the award 
made to the German-American 
Press Association (Westliche Post) 
at 8 cents a line, while the lowest

It appears that the highest price 
paid prior to the year 1897-8 was less

It further appears from such re- 
port that the total amount paid for 





German printing in 1891-2 was only 
$3942.61, while in 1900-1 it reached 
the figure of $23,854.83, an increase of 
60 r cent. 

From inquiries made by your com- 
mittee, they are strongly impressed 
with the belief that the exorbitant 
bids made for city printing during 
the last two years (1899 and 1900) 
by newspapers published in the Ger- 
man language are the result of a 
combination, which, if unchecked, 
will prove highly detrimental to the 
city’s interests. * * *

“The immediate result of that report 
and the rejection of the award was 
an abandonment of the former uni- 
formity of demand of the three Ger- 
man papers, and a reduction of the 
Abend Anzeiger’s bid from 8% cents 
to 5% cents per line. 

“For the next six years there was not 

another change from their bids of % 
5% and 10 cents by the Westliche Post, 
Abend Anzeiger, and Amerika, respec- 
tively, and the award was made each 
year to the Abend Anzeiger at the 
uniform price of 5% cents, while the 
Same work was being done by English 
papers in fewer lines at an average 
price of about 2% cents a line. 
“But that rate (exorbitant as the 
testimony before us shows it to have 
been) as foreseen by the Council's

Some Expert Testimony. 

“We called before us experts in the 
business of advertising, and we believe 
and find that circulation of the paper is 
the common basis of the charge 
for that work, because circulation deter- 
mines both its value to the advertiser 


and the cost of its issue to the publish- 
er; that contracts are usually made, 
and, therefore, presumptively profitably 
made, at about one-tenth of a cent a 
line for each. 1000 circulation; that a 
large annual contract is taken at a low- 
er price than a small; that the city 
printing is many times greater than the 
advertising of any other single patron 
of the German newspapers; that the 
city’s work costs the publisher no s0- 
licitor’s commissions to secure; that it 
is set by machine at less expense than 
the hand-setting of most of the com-| 





mercial advertising; and that it in- 
volves~}ess trouble, eee § and risk of 
loss in the collection, and, therefore, 1s 
considered a choice and desirable ciass 
of advertising at the usual advertising 
rates of a given newspaper. 

“No single reason was discovered 


why a higher price should be exact- 
ed for the eity contract, and many 
were for taking it profitably 
at a lower figure than ordinary bust- 
Ress contracts. It was proven that 
the Star-Chronicle with, we believe, a 
very much larger circulation than the 
German papers, is doing the city 
printing profitably at 2.85 cents a 
line; that the Amerika—that admits 
the city work is profitable to a Ger- 
man paper at 3% to 4 cents a line, 
while it seeks it at a uniform price of 
10 cents a line, but yet always bids 
for it—takes at 4 cents a line of busi- 
ness contracts in quantities of one- 
seventh the amount per annum of the 
city’s printing; and that the Westliche 
Post and Anzeiger are taking adver- 
tising contracts less desirable than 
the city’s work at 4 cents and less 
per line, while they are demanding 7 
and 8 cents from the city. 

‘We called before us Conrod Budke, 
Esquire, of wide experience in placing 
advertising, and he testified that he 
had laced aavertising with the Abend 
Anzeiger at 4 cents a line for less than 
1-7 of the amount required by the City, 
and that 4 cents a line would be enough 
for such contracts as the City requires. 


“By the Manager of the Amerika we 
were told that the pending bids for 
City work were extortionate in amounts, 
that the work could be profitably done 
for less than 4 cents by the German 
papers, and in substance that he aimed 
to keep sufficientiv in touch with the 
other rman papers to keep his bid 
above those submitted by them: and 
that if there were any competition a 
much lower bid would be made. 


“Aside from the principle involved, 
this contract for printing in the Ger. 
man language is no longer a trifling 
one in substantial concern to the city; 
and the fact that it may involve the 
influence of mewspapers against wus 
seems to your committee no reason 
Why we should complacently permit 
this extortion te go on. 


“Your committee had estimates 
made of the cost of the city’s print- 
ing on the basis of 360,000 lines a 
year (a little less than it actually fur- 
nished last year) at the rate at which

$123,984, as contrasted with $250,300 
for the same printing in the German 
language, with something added to 
the latter for increased number of 
lines.

Victory of City Removes Burden From Consum- 
ers of Electricity— Comparison With 
Plant in St. Louis. 





After a notable fight of more than a 
year the City Council of Minneapolis, 
Minn., has won a victory over the Gen- 
eral Electric Co. by forcing it to accept 
an ordinance providing a maximum net 
rate of 9 cents a kilowatt hour for elec- 
tric service. | 

Complaints of extortionate charges 
andjrank discriminations were 80 great 
that the Minneapolis Council was com- 
pelled by sheer force of public sentiment 
to repeal the ordinance under which 
the General Electric Co. was operating. 

Business men who owned and oper- 
ated their own electrre plants took such 
an interest in the contest that they pe- 
titioned the Council for ordinances per- 
mitting them to supply service to their 
neighbors, and the Mayor recommended 
that this be granted. 

Drop in Lighting Price. 

The result of the fight on the com- 
pany will be of great benefit to the pri- 
vate consumers, and the city of Minne- 
apolis has forced down the price of 
street lighting from $84 an arc lamp to 


$65. 


The former maximum rate to private 
consumers was 14 cents a kilowatt hour, 
Consumers will benefit to the extent 
of 4 or 5 cents a kilowatt hour, while 
the city has reduced the cost of street 
lighting approximately 23 per cent. 

Since June 1, 1907, the city of Minne- 
apolis refused to pay its lighting bills 





at the old rate of $84 a lamp. The Gen- 
eral Electric Co. has agreed to take $70 
a year for all of the unpaid lighting 
bills, the city benefiting $14 a lamp by 
its stand. 

The General Electrte Co., under new 
management, will be allowed to make & 
merely nominal minimum charge. This 
charge for lighting consumers will be $1 
& month. 

New Power Rates, 7 

The new power rates are to be ily 
cents a kilowatt hour for the first 52 
hours of the consumers’ maximum de- 
mand, and 2% cents a kilowatt hour for 
the excess service. Formerly the com- 
pany charged a minimum of $2 a month 
per horsepower of the consumer's rated 
capacity, but under the new arrange- 
ment this minimum has been reduced by 
one-half. 

The Minneapolis lighting rates, as 
agreed upon, are 8 cents a kilowatt 
hour less than the published rates of 
Union Electric, and but one-half of the 
maximum of the unpublished rates of 
the St. Louis company. 

The maximum published power rates 
of Union Electric are 10 cents a kilowatt 
hour, as against 7% cents in Minne- 
apolis under the new schedule. The sec- 
ondary rate at Minneoplis is such that 
a consumer who uses any considerable 
quantity of current for power can get 
it on very favorable terms. 

The lowest possible monthly minimum 
under Union Electric’s new rates is 10 
cents a lamp for business houses. The 
minimum charge is so high that thou- 
sands of consumers are, at this sea- 
son of the year, paying large sums of 


| 





money to the company for service not 
rendered. 

Under the new arrangement in Minnte- 
apolis, light consumers will not be bur- 
ened by any minimum monthly charge 
in exceycs of $1. 


Company Loses Fight. 

Soon after the fight started between 
the Minneapolis City Council and the 
General Electric Co., the Council 
passed an ordinance providing for a 
maximum rate of 8 cents a kilowatt 


hour for electric service. The General 
Electric Co. refused to accept the 
ordinance, declaring it was confiscatory, 
and coutinued to send consumers their 
bills at the old rates. 

Thousands of consumers regularly re- 
turned their bills to the company for 
correction every month. The city, be- 
ing master of the situation by having 
repealed the company’s ordinances, was 
in a position to refuse to pay its 
municipal lighting bills and maintain 
its ground. #@ 

After a long controversy, in which the 
electric company’s: business Was more 
or less demoralized, it was finally 
forced to accept an ordinance with a 
maximum net rate of 9 cents. 

The new rates for the Minneapolis 
company are the result of careful in- 
vestigaiions made by Charles L. Pills- 
bury, a consulting engineer. Mr. Pills- 
bury examined the books of the General 
Electric Co., and prepared the hew 
schedules so far as ‘to permit it to earn 
& reasonable income on an investment 
of $4,500,000 


Comparison of Plants. 

The capacity of the Minneapolis 
plants is approximately 17,240 kilowatts, 
as compared with an approximate 35,000 
kilowatt capacity of Union Electric in 


St. Lous. 

If the capacity of the Minneapolis 
company was ircreased to that of the 
St. Louls company, with a proportionate 
~wig reas¢ of investment, its capital would 

e $9,000,000, as compared with the more 
dl $25,000,000 or stocks and bonds of 
Union Electric. 

Under the new arrangement in Min- 
neapolis, the consumer will have to pay 
only one-third as miich to meet the 
fixed charges of the sompany. 

If the St. Louls com%any was capital- 
ized on the basis vt the Minneapolis 
company, and allowed to ern dividends 
thereon, its investment would be about 
aac instead of more tham $25,000,- 


This would enable the city to squeeze 
$14,000,000 of water out of the stocks 
and bonds of the company.

Councilman Lambert failed to arrive 
in St. Louis as expected. If either he 
or Councilman Thomson had been pres- 
ent and had voted for the amendments, 
the bill would have been ready now for 
the Mayor’s signature.

INQUEST ON THE PLUNDERBUND. — 

The Council committee’s report upon the Ger- 
man printing scandal is a combination of a cor- 
oner’s inquest and a session of the grand jury. 
It deals with the living and the dead; with the 
innocent and the guilty. 

There can be little doubt that the German press 
of St. Louis, once powerful and honorable, is now 
about ready for the graveyard. The contempti- 
ble job involved in the city printing is all that 
keeps it above ground. Whether the combina- 
tion or conspiracy by which the city has been 
compelled to pay three or four times what this 
service is worth involves any responsibility under 
the law is yet to be determined. Morally, a con- 
viction has been had already. 

It will take some time to amend the charter 
so as to do away with this notorious graft, but if 
the Council will return at frequent intervals to an 
investigation of the subject it may get the worth 
of its money in one way if not in another.

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A $100,000,.000 TELEPHONE MERGER, 

Asked to confirm the report that all of the 
independent telephone companies west of the Mis- 
sissippi River have been merged in a hundred- 
million-dollar corporation, President Hubbell of 
the Consolidated Telephone Co. replies that the 
report is premature, but that something definite 
may be expected shortly and that “when the 
deal is closed it will prove to be a very interest- 
ing financial transaction.” 

Very interesting indeed, we may guess, espe- 
cially if the conventional method is followed. For 
instance, it would be interesting to see $100,000,- 
000 of bonds sold to the public to obtain the 
funds with which to buy out the field and the 
variety of junk it contains; it would be inter- 
esting to see a corresponding $100,000,000 of 
stock thrust into the promoters’ pockets repre- 
senting not a dollar's investment by them; and 
it would be interesting and almost edifying to 
gee the rates go up in order to extract dividends

THE LITTLE THINGS AND THE GREAT. 

Publicity in the matter of campaign contribu- 
tions is important and necessary, but as the 
principle involved is assented to by both parties 
it is hardly possible to make an issue of it 4n 
this campaign. That fight has been won. Crim- 
ination as to the past will not suffice as a 
basis for a presidential contest. 

While unimportant skirmishes are expected to 
precede the general engagement, it is to be 
feared that the leaders of both of the great par- 
ties are alike indifferent to and perhaps ignorant 
of the serious problems which now confront the 
people. These questions are financial and eco- 
nomical, administrative and technical, in their 
nature and they touch the pocketbooks, the homes 
and the comfort of milligns. 

We have had a long season of agitation and 
denunciation. We have told a good many per- 
sons and combinations of persons what we think 
of them. We have ranged lightly in the dubious 
fields of Populism and Socialism. We have had 
our sword swallowers and knife throwers and 
fire eaters. We have passed numerous laws, 
some of them useful. 

And yet here are 80,000,000 of people, many of 


money and comparatively little use for it; scores 
of thousands of locomotives and cars idle; ex- 
penditures at Washington practically on a war 
basis, with two-thirds of the money actually de- 
voted to war purposes, past, present and future; 
taxes high, taxes unequal, taxes unjust, taxes

Plainly enough, this is no time for amateurs, 
for empirics or for experimentors. What is 
needed is a statesman. We have been toying 
with the fringes only of questions that take root 
deep in the life of nations. We have applauded 
men for years whose chief claim to publie notice 
has been vituperation and vociferation. How 
long will it be before one will appear with the 
capacity and the courage to deal with the real 
evils that afflict the people? 

There is need of thinkers. There is need of 
statesmen. There is need of wisdom and prin- 
ciple and truth. Where shall we look for them? 
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There are as many ways of defeating a 
public service commission as there are of 
manufacturing defunct cats. One that is 
highly popular just now is to insist upon 
finding five perfectly righteous men: - -The 
public service corporations can stand this 
sort of thing indefinitely. 
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LIVING ON 30 CENTS A DAY. 
A correspondent who writes to tell a voung 
housewife how to feed herself and her husband 
on 30 cents a day thinks it is a very easy thing 
to do. All that is needed is study and care and 
in “a little while you will be astonished.” 
There is no doubt of it. A woman who can 
feed two on 30 cents a day is a most surprising 
person, and has an intellect which surpasses in 
subtlety and dexterity the most renowned club 
president in the land. 
But the question of the cost of living goes be- 
yond this. It is not what will save the family 
from actual starvation, but what will keep them 
in decent condition for good work; that is the 
object of the householder’s thought. 
The question has never been studied in this 
country. Each family meets and solves it in a 
haphazard fashion, which, in fact, is no solution 
at all. It is a scientific question which should 
be studied systematically and the conclusions 
published by public authority. 
When a husband and wife exist on 30 cents a 
day they prove their patience to endure hard 
times, but they contribute nothing to the real 
problem, which is, not how to drag out exist- 
ence, but how to make life grow and prosper and 
bear fruit. ’ 
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Count Zeppelin’s 24 hours’ trip in his flying 
machine was checked at the end of two hours. 
“Something broke.” This is what is heard of 
most of these experiments, and despite the great 
promise of air navigation, weakness of the ma- 
chinery is yet to be overcome.

INJUNCTION QUASHED 





Cannot Prevent Public From 
Obtaining Laundry Service 
From Others. 


a 





St. Louis laundries can go as far as 
they like in combining, according to 
Judge Matt. G. Reynolds, so long as 
they do not deprive the public or a 
great portion of the public of this city 
of its ability to procure its laundry 
work. 

He so declared in an opinion handed 
down for him by Judge Muench, in de- 


ciding a motion in the injunction pro-, eg 


ceedings instituted by Circuit Attorney 
Sager against the Monarch Laundry 
Co., and two dozen other laundry com- 
panies, to restrain them from further 
continuing in an alleged illegal com- 
bination to ‘“‘boost’’ prices. 

Judge Reynolds sustained the motion 
to quash offered by the defendants’ 
attorneys in response to Sager’s bill. 

Judge Reynolds says that even if it 
is true that the laundries complained 
of in Sager’s bill constitute a majority 
of the steam laundries of the city, 
nevertheless there are other methods 
of doing the washing except through 
steam laundries. Steam laundering, he 
declares, is ‘‘only a method of wash- 
ing.’’ 

Judge Reynolds says the courts of 
Missouri have no right to interfere 
with such an alleged laundry combi- 
nation, as it does not offend against 
the Missouri anti-trust statute, unless 
it is an offense against the common 
law. To be such an offense it must 
be so general in its restraining ten- 
dencies to amount to a monopoly ad- 
versely affecting the public interest. 

Judge Reynolds then declares that 
“the performing of laundry services, 
whether by the washboard or steam 
laundry” is purely a private service, 
which a washwoman or the steam 
laundries may refuse to perform upon 
their own terms. They may wash for 
whom they like and charge what they 
like. Therefore, he holds, that as each 
of the defendant laundries has a right 
to do this, all of them may agree to 
do it unless they prevent the public 
from obtaining laundry service from 
others in the laundry business in St. 
Louis. This is not shown to be the 
case, Judge Reynolds says.
